Long  years  ago,  when  the  country 
was  inhabited  by  a  very  large  and 
prosperous  tribe  of  Indians  known  as 
the  lllini  (or  Illinois),  at  a  time  when 
this  tribe  was  at  the  height  of  its 
prosperity,  they  were  terrified  at  the 
appearance  on  the  inaccessible  bluffs 
•where  it  made  its  home,  of  an  im- 
mense and  hideous  animal,  half  bird, 
half  beast,  which,  from  the  fact  of  its 
having  wings,  the  natives  called 
"Piasa"  or  "Man-destroying  Bird." 
This  monster  is  described  as  being  of 
gigantic  size;  so  strong  that  it  could 
carry  off  a  buffalo  in  its  talons.  In 
appearance  it  was  most  frightful:  Its 
wings  as  black  as  the  raven's,  and 
clothed  with  thunder;  its  legs,  four 
in  number,  had  talons  like  those  of 
an  eagle;  its  body  was  like  that  of  a 
dragon,  and  covered  with  glistening 
scales;  its  enormous  tail  ended  like 
that  of  a  fish.  In  its  flight  it  made  a 
most  terrific  appearance,  inspiring 
those  who  saw  it  with  terror  and  awe. 

While  the  people  gazed  awe-struck 
this  bird  swooped  down  and  carried 
off  brave  after  brave  to  its  den  in  the 
rocks.  The  appetite  of  this  monster 
seemed  to  grow  more  ravenous  the 
more  it   tasted  of  human  blood. 

The  tribe  was  rapidly  diminishing 
in  numbers  from  the  ravages  of  this 
monster.  Ouatoga,  chief  of  the  once 
mighty  lllini,  retired  to  a  secret  place 
with  his  priests  to  implore  the  aid  of 
the  Great  Spirit.  While  engaged  in 
fasting  and  mummery  of  his  religion,  it 
was  revealed  to  him  the  manner  in 
which  the  monster  might  be  destroyed. 
The  mode  was  this:  First,  a  noble 
victim  was  to  be  selected  from  among 
the  bravest  warriors,  who  by  religious 
rites  was  to  be  sanctified  for  the  sac- 
rifice. Secondly,  twenty-five  warriors 
of  the  bravest,  with  their  stoutest 
bows  and  sharpest  arrows,  were  to 
conceal  themselves  near  the  place  of 
sacrifice.  The  victim  was  to  be  led 
forth  and  alone  take  his  position  upon 
an  exposed   point  of  rock,  where   the 


destroyer  would  be  most  likely  to 
discover  and  seize  upon  him.  At  the 
moment  of  the  monsters  descent,  the 
concealed  warriors  were  to  let  fly 
their  arrows,  with  the  assurance  that 
the  Piasa  would  be  slain. 

On  the  day  appointed,  the  braves 
retired  to  their  secret  place  as  direc- 
ted by  the  vision,  near  where  the  vic- 
tim was  to  stand.  The  name  of  the 
victim  had  been  kept  secret  up  to 
the  hour  of  sacrifice.  Judge,  then,  the 
astonishment,  when  dressed  in  his 
proudest  robes,  Ouatoga  appeared 
himself  the  victim.  The  tears  and 
shrieks  of  the  women,  and  the  expost- 
ulations of  the  chiefs,  availed  nothing; 
he  was  bent  on  his  solemn  promise. 
With  a  proud  step  he  walked  forth 
and  took  his  place  on  the  appointed 
spot,  while  the  people  looked  on  with 
bated  breath.  Soon  the  monster,  cleav- 
ing the  air  with  his  horrid  wings,  was 
seen  hovering  over  the  spot,  and 
after  wheeling  about  for  a  few  mo- 
ments, high  over  the  head  of  the 
doomed  man,  nearing  at  each  gyra- 
tion, he  suddenly  came  thundering 
down  to  seize  his  prey.  Just  as  his 
awful  talons  grazed  the  plumes  of 
the  chieftan's  head,  twenty-five  bow- 
strings twanged,  and  twenty-five  sharp 
arrows  sped  as  were  never  bolts  shot 
before,  piercing  the  monster's  breast. 
An  appalling  death-shriek,  such  as 
mortals  never  heard  before,  resound- 
ed on  the  cliffs  and  the  common  foe 
lay  writhing  in  death.  The  Piasa  was 
dead  and  Ouatoga,  the  beloved  chief, 
stood  unharmed.  Unbounded  rejoicing 
succeeded  the  event.  Ouatoga  was 
borne  in  triumph  to  the  council  house. 
In  commemoration  of  the  event,  a 
picture  of  the  Piasa  was  painted  on 
the  rocks  that  lay  beneath  the  spot 
where  it  was  killed,  where  it  remained 
for  centuries  and  was  plain  to  be  seen, 
until  a  few  years  ago  the  bluff  was 
quarried  away  for  the  purpose  of 
making  lime.

TIMES.  The  Management  reserves  the  right  to  expel  from  the  grounds 
or  refuse  admission  to  anyone  not  conforming  to  these  rules  and 
regulations. 

ADMISSIONS:  No  perscn  shall  enter  or  remain  on  the  grounds  with- 
out a  ticket  of  admission.  See  "Requirements  for  Admission"  govern- 
ing tickets  and  arrangements. 

ANIMALS:  No  animals  or  fowls  shall  be  permitted  to  run  at  large  — 
nor  shall  dogs  be  allowed  in  the  streets  or  public  grounds  of  this  Asso- 
ciation  unless   muzzeld   or   leashed. 

BUILDING:  No  building  or  additions  shall  be  erected,  nor  repair 
work  started  except  with  consent  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  under  a 
permit  signed  by  the  Secretary.

Newland,  Chautauqua  manager,  agree  to  payment  of 
109r  rental  fee  to  Association,  and  submit  complete  information  about 
prospective  renters  to  Board  through  Mr.  Newland.  Board  reserves 
right  to  withhold  approval  of  rental  applications  in  same  manner  as  on 
lease  transfer  applications.  Non-owners  wishing  to  rent  a  cottage  should 
contact  Mr.  Newland  and  submit  full  information  to  him  for  Board 
consideration. 

INSPECTION  OF  COTTAGES:  The  Grounds  Committee  shall  have 
the  authority  to  examine  and  inspect  any  cottage  or  place  on  the 
grounds,  as  to  fire  hazards,  water,  light  and  sanitary  conditions  at 
any  and  all  times. 

OPEN  FIRES:  Burning  of  trash  and  other  open  fires  are  not  per- 
mitted on  grounds  except  by  paid  employees  of  the  Association. 

POOL:  The  Swimming  Pool  will  be  closed  and  all  out  of  door  games 
are  prohibited  from  12  M.  on  Saturday  until  12  o'clock  noon  Sunday.

it  places  great  emphasis  on  sports- 
manship. 

SPORTSMANSHIP  AWARDS 

More  coveted  than  the  champion- 
ship in  any  tournament  are  the 
annual  Sportsmanship  Awards. 
They  will  be  made  on  Saturday 
evening,  August  30,  to  the  boy 
and  girl  between  the  ages  of  10 
and  15  inclusive,  who,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  judges,  have  shown 
the  most  sportsmanlike  conduct 
during  the  season.  The  award  is 
based  on  participation,  mental  at- 
titude, courtesy,  friendliness  and 
character.  The  awards  will  be 
made  by  the  president  of  the  As- 
sociation. 


ROQUE 

Few  can  remember  when  roque 
was  not  played  at  Chautauqua. 
Roque  courts  have  been  main- 
tained for  nearly  a  half  century 
and  the  popularity  of  the  game 
has  endured  through  the  years 
although,  like  most  other  sports, 
its  popularity  has  varied  from 
time  to  time.  This  year,  under 
the  leadership  of  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Claude  Huss,  tournaments  for 
young  and  old  are  being  planned. 
They  also  intend  to  stage  one 
tourney  for  mixed  partners.  So, 
all  ages  at  Chautauqua  should 
plan  to  participate  in  activities  at 
the  Roque  court.  Championship 
Day  will  be  August  23. 

BASEBALL 

Between  over-run  grounds  dur- 
ing the  construction  of  the  swim- 
ming pool  in  1956  and  a  broken 
water  main  causing  a  flood  in  the 
playing  field  in  1957,  baseball  has 
had  two  discouraging  seasons  -  - 
but  Chautauqua  is  more  fortunate 
than  a  lot  of  other  communities: 
the  franchise  hasn't  been  sold  to 
another  city!  The  players  are  just 
two  years  older  and  in  addition  we 
have  a  new  group  coming  on.    So 
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look  for  plenty  of  activity  at  the 
baseball  diamond  this  season.  Ron- 
nie Rain  is  planning  to  promote 
special  progressive  events  for 
awards  based  on  a  point  system. 
Participation  in  baseball  will  count 
toward  these  awards. 


TENNIS 

Dr.  Arthur  Brewer  will  be  in 
charge  of  tennis  activities  during 
the  season  and  is  making  plans 
for  greater  participation  by  Chau- 
tauquans  in  this  sport  during  1958. 

Chautauqua  has  had  a  long  his- 
tory as  a  tennis  center  and  has 
produced  some  excellent  players. 
It  is  hoped  that  many  of  the 
younger  people  will  take  advan- 
tage of  the  opportunity  to  im- 
prove their  tennis  skills  during  the 
season. 

The  tournament  will  be  held  on 
August  16. 


SHUFFLEBOARD 

Again  Lynn  Schlansker  will  be 
in  charge  of  shuffleboard  activ- 
ities. The  tournament  is  planned 
for  July  19.  Here  is  a  game  that 
men,  women,  boys  and  girls  of  all 
ages  can  play  and  enjoy.  Be  sure 
to   register  for  the   tournament. 


BADMINTON 

The  badminton  tournament  is 
scheduled  for  August  2  with  Joe 
Smith  in  charge.  The  age  range 
for  playing  badminton  is  wide  and 
while  it  is  a  fast  game  for  "old 
folks"  it  gives  the  hardy  a  lot  of 
exercise  in  a  short  time  -  -  and 
it  can  be  played  by  boys  and  girls. 

BOWLING   ON  THE  GREEN

Both  men  and  wo- 
men have  found  Bowling  on  the 
Green  a  recreation  and  exercise 
that  is  satisfying  to  them  -  -  and 
the  good  fellowship  that  prevails 
at  the  courts  makes  the  game 
more  attractive.  If  you  are  a  new- 
comer to  the  game,  don't  be  shy; 
there  are  lots  of  experienced 
people  to  show  you  the  fine  points! 
Championship  Day  is  August  23 
for  this   sport. 

HORSESHOES 

For  more  than  half  a  century, 
horseshoes  have  been  a  part  of 
Chautauqua,  and  the  fame  of  the 
game  has  been  exceeded  only  by 
the  fame  of  some  of  the  players 
who     have     gone     before.      Today 
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Chautauqua  (and  maybe  the  whole 
world)  is  badly  in  need  of  better 
horseshoe  pitchers  and  the  spe- 
cial brand  of  relaxation  that  only 
horseshoe  pitching  provides.  The 
courts  are  there.  The  shoes  are 
there.  They  need  only  your 
energy.  There  will  be  a  tourna- 
ment on  July  12  -  -  so  start  prac- 
ticing early. 

ARCHERY 

Dr.  Sy  Hotze  again  has  agreed 
to  sponsor  archery  at  Chautauqua. 
The  popularity  of  this  sport  last 
season  augurs  well  for  a  busy  1958 
season  for  the  bow  and  arrow  set. 
As  soon  as  you  reach  Chautauqua, 
report  to  Dr.  Hotze  and  get  lined 
up  to  learn  the  fine  points  of 
archery  and  to  engage  in  the  com- 
petition that  will  be  scheduled. 

GOLF 

While  Chautauqua  has  no  golf 
course  of  its  own,  this  year 
through  the  courtesy  of  Westlake 
Country  Club  at  Jerseyville,  Chau- 
tauquans  will  be  permitted  use  of 


the  Westlake  course  by  the  pay- 
ment of  nominal  greens  fees  of 
$1.00  on  weekdays  and  $1.50  on 
Saturday  and  Sunday.  It  takes 
less  time  to  get  to  Westlake  Coun- 
try Club  from  Chautauqua  than 
most  men  spend  getting  from  the 
office  to  their  own  country  club, 
and  you'll  find  the  course  sporty 
and  challenging.  There  is  a  snack 
bar  at  the  club  house.  Ladies  day 
is  Tuesday. 

BOATING 

One  of  the  great  advantages  of 
Chautauqua  is  its  location  in  a 
cool  valley,  but  next  to  its  attrac- 
itveness  in  that  respect  is  the  fact 
that  it  is  situated  on  Alton  Lake, 
one  of  the  fastest-growing  boat- 
ing regions  in  the  nation.  In  re- 
cent years  many  Chautauquans 
have  acquired  boats,  and  water 
skiing,  fishing,  and  all  forms  of 
water  sports  are  increasing  in 
popularity  each  year.  Docks  at 
Chautauqua  are  maintained  by  the 
Chautauqua  Yacht  Club,  a  separ- 
ate corporation  whose  membership

SWIMMING 

Chautauqua's  new  swimming 
pool,  which  was  initiated  last  sea- 
son, will  be  operating  full  force 
during  the  1958  season.  New  bath 
house  facilities  have  been  com- 
pleted.   The   pool,  with  its  elabor- 


ate filtering  system,  meets  the 
exacting  requirements  of  the  Ill- 
inois Code.  Frank  Woodrow  will 
serve  as  Pool  Manager  and  Ron- 
nie Rain  will  be  the  life  guard. 

Special  swimming  events  -  -  in- 
cluding awards  for  swimming 
achievements  -  -  will  highlight  the 
swimming  season's  activity. 

The  pool  will  be  open  every  day 
from  1  p.m.  to  5  p.m.  and  from 
6:30  to  8:00  o'clock  on  Tuesday 
and  Sunday  evenings.

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What    is    Chautauqua    like? 

How  often  have  you  had  people 
ask  you  that  question?  And  you 
find  it  difficult  to  explain,  don't 
you?  The  reason  is  that  you  don't 
know  where  to  begin.  It's  like  try- 
ing  to   explain   a   way   of   life. 

A  stranger  driving  through  the 
grounds  for  the  first  time  might 
describe  Chautauqua  as  a  rather 
quaint  little  community  nestling 
in  the  valley  between  high,  green 
hills,  dense  with  tall  trees,  ferns 
and  wildflowers.  Another  looking 
more  closely,  might  see  the  never 
failing  spring  bursting  out  at  the 
foot  of  tall  cliffs,  the  winding 
creek  criss-crossing  the  roadway 
from  the  upper  reaches  of  the 
grounds  on  its  way  to  the  mighty 
Mississippi  River  that  flows  by 
Chautauqua.  Still  another  might 
describe  Chautauqua  as  a  cluster 
of  some  100  summer  homes,  called 
cottages  because  they  are  too  re- 
fined in  their  structure  and  furn- 
ishings to  be  called  cabins  and 
too  informal  in  nature  to  be  called 
houses. 

But  any  descriptions  such  as 
these  would  fail  to  tell  the  full 
meaning  just  as  would  any 
which  described  Chautauqua  as  a 
recreational  center,  just  because 
a  casual  observer  noticed  parti- 
cipants enjoying  a  half  dozen  dif- 
ferent kinds  of  sports  at  any 
given  time. 


Chautauqua  isn't  just  a  sum- 
mer resort,  a  recreational  center, 
a  place  to  escape  from  heat  or 
tension.  Chautauqua  is  a  place 
where  Christian-centered  families 
come  together  from  various  com- 
munities to  work  together  to  build 
a  purposeful  program  of  entertain- 
ment, relaxation,  education,  inspir- 
ation and  spiritual  growth.  Some 
come  for  a  few  days,  a  weekend, 
a  fortnight  or  a  month.  Others 
come  for  the  whole  season,  and 
return  out-of-season  to  refresh 
themselves  with  pleasant  memor- 
ies  of  seasons   gone   by. 

You  can't  judge  Chautauqua  ac- 
curately by  looking  at  it  from  the 
outside.  Nor  can  you  get  the  most 
from  it  observing  it  in  action.  You 
need  to  become  a  part  of  it,  and 
let  Chautauqua  become  a  part  of 
you,  if  you  would  know  the  real 
Chautauqua. 

To  those  who  believe  in  the 
Christian  principles  and  Christian 
faith  on  which  Chautauqua  was 
founded  and  who  attempt  to  up- 
hold the  standards  which  have  en- 
abled Chautauqua  to  endure  for  73 
years,  New  Piasa  Chautauqua  ex- 
tends a  sincere  invitation,  knowing 
that  Chautauqua  life  will  mean 
much  to  you  and  that  you,  like  all 
others  now  enjoying  it,  will  mean 
much  to  Chautauqua.
